The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of record does 
not teach or suggest the claimed adenoviral vectors and method for killing cancer cells by using 
said vectors in the presence of normal cells to target only cancer cells and kill said cancer cells 
by viral overload lysis. 

Examiner notes that the claimed inventions of pending U.S. Applications 10/303,598
